3000 DOZEN EGGS 
HERc FROM CHINA 


First Shipment Under . New 
Tariff Law Put on Market 
at 20 Cents. 


The first shipment of Chinese eggs 
real hen’s eggs, laid in China, arrived 
in St. Louis Monday. There were 100 
cases, containing 36,000 eggs and they 
fame all the way from Canton. They 
were shipped to the F. W. Brockman 
Commission Co., 815 North Fourth street. 

Under the new tariff law eggs from 
foreign countries are admitted free of 
duty. China has a surplus of eggs, as 
this is the laying season there. 

Brockman said he could sell the 
eggs to retailers at 20 cents a dozen 
and still make a profit. The whole- 
sale price of domestic eggs in 8t. 
Louis Monday was 26 cents a dozen. 

The Chinese eggs came across the 
Pacific Ocean in a ship’s hold under 
refrigeration and Brockman says 
their quality should be better than 
the average cold storage eggs sold in 
this .market.

Harvard Explorer Tells of Visit 
to South Américan Village 


Where Women Rule, 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Feb. 23.—Dr. 
Hamilton Rice, Harvard explorer anil 
scientist, thinks he has discovered the 
home of the ancient Amazons. Dr. Rice 
returned recently to this country after 
seven years of exploration between the 
upper Amazon and Orinoco River ba- 
sins in South America. 

In searching for an exchange of canoe 
crews he found a small ‘settlement of 
men and women along the banks of 
Icana River. The women appeared to 
be permanent residents, but the men 
were mostly from the tribes along the 
River Guiana, the doctor states. This 
seemed peculiar to the scientist, and 
his wonder was increased when he 
opened negotiations and found that he 
had to deal with the women. One ap- 
peared to be the chief power of the set- 
tlement. zg 

After vain parileys, entreaties and ar- 
guments with the militant Amazon 
leader, Dr. Rice decided he must gain 
the service of the men by force. He 
threatened to burn the village. ne 
women came to terms immediately and 
the services of three men and a boy 
were granted. 

Dr, Rice learned that the village was 
under feminine domination, and that 
masculine society was tolerated only 
twice a year.

The day’s work mainly consisted in 
tabulating returns made by persons who 
are willing and eager to pay the tax and 
in reading and answering letters from 
those who wish to know how their re- 
turns should be made. About 600 of these 
inguiries were received in the first mail. 

Brief Letters Requested. 

Edward F. Daly, the Deputy Col- 
lector in charge of the income tax 
collections, asked that all persons 
making such inquiries write as briefly 
as possible, as the office expects to 
be swamped with letters between now 
and March 1. 

An official coromunication from W. H. 
Ogeborne, Internal Revenue Commis- 
sioner at Washington, was received at 
the local office. It announced that no 
changes in the income tax regulations 
already promulgated will be made be- 
fcre March 1. It also calls attention 
t> the penalties rrovided for non-compl: 
ance with the income tax law. 

Corporations neglecting or refusing tc 
reake a tax return will be subject to a 
maximum fine of $10,000, and for sucn 
refusal or for making a false return the 
tax will be doubled. 

In case of a refusal or neglect to veri- 
fy a corporation return before March 1, 
except in case of sickness or absence 
of the corporation official who should 
will 
be added to the tax. 

A corporation. officer who makes a 
false or fraudulent return with intent to 
evade the law may be fined $2000 and 
imprisoned for one year. 

Penalties for Individuals. 

An individual neglecting or refusing 
te file a return before March 1 may bs 
fined from $20 to $1000. 

For intentional refusal or for making 
a false and fraudulent return the tax 
will be doubled, and for refusing to 
verify. a return, except in case of sick- 
ness of absence, 50 per cent will be 
added to the tax in the case of indi- 
viduals. 

Internal revenue officers .in various 
parts of the country are exchanging in- 
formation as to the whereabouts of tax- 
able persons who have moved from one 
jurisdiction to another.

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SFLWYN C. EDGAR 
NEAR A GULLAPSE 


Millionaire, Weeping, Tells How 
He Pleaded.With Her; Believes 
She Yet Will Return Home, 


HE’D DIE FOR HER 


SAYS 


Couple Separated Once Before, 
but Mrs. Edgar Remained 
Away Only Two Days. 


Selwyn C. Edgar, wealthy president of 
the Edgar Zinc Co.. wept in his palatial 
home at 4379 Lindell boulevard Monday 


when telling reporters that his wife, 
several vears younger than he, has gone 
to Chicago, refusing to return to him. 

Edgar is in a state bordering on nerv- 
ous prostration and has been under the 
care of a physician for three days, It 
was said he would be unable to leave his 
bed for some time. 

He has made public three letters and 
one telegram to show the efforts which 
he has made to induce Mrs. Edgar to re- 
turn to him. She is his third wife. They 
were married in 193. Edgar is 63 years 
old. 

“In the end, | am 
return to me,” Edgar 
rolled down his cheeks. 
much I would dié for her. 

Wife Left Him Once Before. 

‘‘We are both high strung and we have 
had our little quarrels. About three 
months ago she left me and Went to the 
home of an aunt, Mrs. Eugene Williams, 
but she remained away only two days. 
Although I received a letter from her 
last Monday in which she said she never 
would return, I feel certain she will 
change her mind. 

“Yesterday I had a short talk with 
her over the long distance telephone. 
She told me she would not come back. 
If I were physically able to do so I 
would go to Chicago at once and see 
her. 

“In the last few weeks I have had 
business worries which possibly made 
me more irritable and quick-spoken 
than usual, This probably is what 
caused my wife to leave home. She ai- 
ways said that if we should separate 
she knew she couldn't remain away 
from me more than tWc months. 

“We have so many mutual friends 
that for their sake, as well as for our 
own, I hope there will be a reconcilia- 
ticn. She is a fine woman and I am, 
at least, an average man and I know 
we could be happy together if she 
would return.” 

Wife Now With Her Brother. 

In announcing the separation Edgay 
said his wife is now at the home of 
her brother, Alfred. Shotweil, 207 East 
Chestnut street, Chicago. She left St. 
louis Feb. 6, he says, ostensibly to 
visit her brother. 

Edgar says that on Feb. 14 he can- 
celed a business trip to Cleveland and 
New York and went to Chicago to beg 
his wife to return to him. His wife, he 
says, told him desired that their 
separation be permanent. 

Despite this rebuff, Edgar says, he 
wrote his wife a lerter last Thursday 
in which he sa'd: ‘‘Now, baby, come 
tack and do not welch on your old pau. 
We have been ecod pals too long for us 
to part.” In this letter also Edgar told 
his wife that if she did not return he 
was “afraid it would get in the papers.” 

No Reply to Telegram. 

In this letter, in an apparent effort 
to be formal, Edgar at times refers to 
himself in the third person as “your 
husband’ and again he adopted. the 
more familiar first person and refers to 
‘four home life.’’ 

Edgar says that when his wife started 
for Chicago Feb. 6 to visit her brother 
he put Wer on the train and gave her 
$51 for expenses. They were then on the 
best of terms, he says. 

On Feb. 9, Edgar says, he decided to 
go to Cherryvale, Kan., where his com- 
peny has a large smelting plant which 
frequently requires his personal atten- 
tion. The company has officers’ quar. 
ters there. 

Edgar went to Cherryvale§ and 
from there sent a telegram to his wife 
asking her tg meet him in St. Louis on 
Sunday, Feb. 15. He received no reply, 
he says, and went to Chicago for a per- 
sonal talk with Mrs. Edgar. On Feb. 
16, he says, he sent her a check for 
$100 to return to him. In a note ac- 
companying this check, he wrote: 

“Return soon. I am nervous and 
lonesome, and ¥ assure you I need you 
very badly. Please think, my dear, 
what we have been to each other all 
these years. You must know and feel 
how I worship you.’’ 

Edgar, in his announcement of the 
Separation, said that in his nervous state 
he did not care to travel about the 
ccuntry and he boped to induce his wife 
to join him at Cherryvale. He wrote 
her a letter which he gives out for 
publication, saying that he deems it 
best that the separation be frankly dis- 
cussed. In this letter he addresses Mrs 
Edgar as “My Darling Wife.”’ 

After telling her of his nervous con 
dition and his desire to be where he 
can have needed attention when sick 
he pleads with ter to return to him. 

Mrs. Edgar was Miss Kathryne Shor- 

well. Her father was Col. R. 8. Shot- 
well of Chicago, and her grandfather 
former Gov. O'Neill of Alabama. 
She was prominent in St. Louis social 
and musical circles and for several years 
was a leading figure in the affairs »f 
the Morning Choral Club and the St. 
Louls Woman's Club. The Edgars have 
a summer home at Wequetonsing, Mich. 
She once narrowly escaped drowning 
there, when a rowboat capsized.

The blizzard sweeping over St. Louis, which set in last night, 
extends over eight states, from Kentucky to Nebraska, and will 
bring zero weather tonight, according to the official forecast. 

The snowfall at noon measured nearly four inches since the 
evening before, and it was not expected that the total fall in the 


‘present storm would be more than one-half that of the storm which 
began Friday, Feb. 13, which was 1214 inci:

AH available snow plows and sweep- 
ers were put into service by the United 
Railways at 2 a. m., President Mc- 
Culloch reported at 7:30 a. m. that cars 
on all lines were running on schedule 
time, and that the only delay would be 
from stalled wagons. Delays on this 
account were expected to be numerous, 
because of the slippery condition of the 
sleet-covered ground. 

Policemen in the Mounted District pa 
trolled their beats on foot. It wus 
dewmed advisable not to take out horses, 
owing to the slippery condition of the 
streets. 

MeKinley Sleepers Stalled, 

The McKinley line, from Peoria and 
Springfield was unable to get its through 
cars to St. Louis. A sleeper bound for 
St. Louis on the McKinley line was re- 
ported stalled In a snowdrift 10 miles 
from Peoria, and other cars were trying 
to get through to carry the passengers 
back to Peoria. 

The two northbound McKinley line 
sleepers which left St. Louis at 11:4 
p. m. Sunday for Springfield and Peoria 
were stalled in drifts near Virden, a 
short distance south of Springfield, and 
at ll a. m. plows and rescue cars were 
working toward them in both directions. 

The St. Louls-Chicago line of the Wa- 
bash was closed to traffic, through an 
obstruction at Strawn, IIL, north of De- 
eatur. Both night trains from Chicago 
to St. Louis were stalled there, and 
northbound trains were detoured from 
Bement over the Wabash’s St. Louis- 
Detroit ine, in the attempt to find a 
way into Chicago for them. The train 
leaving St. Louis @t 1:30 p. m. for Chi- 
cago was annulled. 

Fast Train Nine Heurs Late. 

Wabash number 5, a fast mail over 
the St. Louls-Detroit division, which 
joins the St. Louis-Chicago line at Be- 
ment, drew into Union Station at 11 a. 
m. Monday. It was due at 1:45 a. m. 
It was announced that through east- 
bound trains on the Wabash would run 
as usual. 

All through trains’ due in Union Sta- 
tion between 7 and 8:30 a. m. were @ 
half hour to 3 or 6 hours late. The 
lines running due east, the Wabash. 
Pennsylvania, Big Four and Clover 
Leaf, had the most serious delays. Chi- 
cago trains were late an hour or two 
in most cases. One train on the Peti.- 
sylvania was reported eight hours late.

The notable improvement, in 
a civic center way, will be the wid- 
ening of Twelfth street in front of 
the city hall, Beginning at Market 
street. Twelfth street will be widened 
from 80 to 150 feet for three blocks 
south to correspond with the present 
lwidth of Twelfth street between 
Washington avenue and Market 
street. 


Four Courts to Be Razed. 
This improvement will necessitate 


the condemnation of a strip of land 
40 feet wide on the east side of 
Twelfth street and 30 feet wide on 
the west, or city hall side. On the 
east side of the street it will be nec- 
essary to cut 40 feet from a big 
factory building at the southeast cor- 
ner of Twelfth and Market streets 
and from other buildings along that 
side, including’ police headquarters. 
The old Four Courts and Morgue 
buildings are to be razed. 

While 30 feet will be taken from 
the present city hall lawn, landscape 
artists say the widened thoroughfare 
will be more attractive. 

At Spruce street the thoroughfare 
will pass over the 80-foot viaduct 
now being constructed over the rail- 
road tracks in Mill Creek Valley, 
from Spruce’ street to Chouteau av- 
enue.

‘oeegere Soapmaker - Had 
. Given Hundreds of Thousands 
of Dollars to Advance Idea. 


PTHITLAPELPHIA, Feb. 23.—J osep 1 
Fels, millionaire soap manufacturer, 
single tax advocate and philanthropist, 
is dead at his home here today after 2 
brief illness of pneumonia. He was 31 
years old. 

Fels spent most of his time advocat- 
ing the: doctrine of the single tax 
both this country and Great Britain. 
He recently returned from England. 
where he had given a large part of his 
fortune the creation and matnte- 
nance of a single co-operative colony 
near London. 

Emploves of his firm in this city ben- 
efit by a profit-sharing system inaugu- 
rathd by Fels. 

Although he really became an advo- 
cate of Henry George’s ideas, it was 
not until he went to live in England, 
about eight years ago, as the English 
representative of his firm, that Fels be- 
gan to devote almost all his time, money 
and energy to the single tax cause. 
Since then his friends estimate he -‘ex- 
pended more than $100,000 annually, and 
visited every part of the world to ad- 
vance the propaganda. 

Not only was he a leader in the cause 
in this country and England, but he 
was a large contributor to funds fo~ 
the single tax campaign in Denmarns, 
Germany, France, Spain. Australia. 
New Zealand and Canada, matchinre 
dollar for dollar the amounts given b: 
all other contributors. 

His guarantee to the Fels fund ‘n 
America with headquarters in Cincin- 
nati was $25,000 a year: : 

Fels was born in Halifax Courthouse, 
Va. He recéived his early education in 
Baltimore and came to this city when a 
young man, and with his father and 
brothers started in the soap business in 
a small way. He is survived by a 
widow, three brothers and three sisters

Coloradoan Succumbs in Den- 
wer After an Illness That 
Lasted Two Years. . 


30 YEARS IN U. S. SENATE 


Cabinet Member Under Arthur, 
Quit Republican Party in 
1896; Favored Free Silver. 


DENEVR, Colo. Feb. 23.—Henry 
Moore Teller, former Cabinet officer and 
for more than 30 years United States 
Senator from Colorado, died here this 
morning. Teller was 83 years old and 
had been ill for two years. His death 
was not unexpected. 

Former Senator Teller was born at 
Granger, N. Y., May 23, 1930, and stud- 
ied law at Alfred University. He 
taught school for several years and was 
admitted to the bar in 1856. From 188 
to 1861 he practiced law in Illinois, then 
removed to Colorado to’ resume the 
practice of law there. For two years 
he was a Major-General in the Colo- 
rado militia, and In 1876 he was elected 
to the United States Senate, serving a 
six-year term. From April, 1882, until 
March, 1885, he served as Secretary of 
the Interior in President Arthur’s Cab- 
inet, when he was re-elected. to the 
Unfted States Senate, serving there for 
four terms. 

Henry M. Teller was one of the orig- 
inal Silver Republicans.”” Many of his 
supporters contended he was the first. 
He was so called at any rate, when he 
left the Republican national convention 
in St. Louis in 1896 because he did not 
-egree with the gold standerd plant of 
the platform and ran again for the Sen- 
ate in Colorado as an Independent Sil- 
ver Republican. He was elected with 94 
votes out of 100 and after serving that 
term, the Silver Republicans in Colorado 
raerged with the Democrats and Mr. 
Teller returned to the Senate—that time 
as a Democrat. He served one term as 
such and retired In 1903 to make a place 
for the late Senator Hughes, also of the 
same party. 

Teller was one of the first Senators 
elected when Colorado became a Stata. 
He took a leading part in the congres- 
sional investigation of the Hayes-Tilden 
controversy in 1876. 

While serving his last term in the Sen- 
ate, Teller was a member of the Na- 
‘tional Monetary Commission and con- 
tinued to serve on that commission until 
tt expired by law, after he had ceased to 
be a Senator, however.

1101 FAVOR OF 
REBER APPROACH 


‘Delegate Hoffner’s Support of 
A. & M. Grab Astonish- 
ing to Constituents. 


The Post-Dispatch is printing from 
jay to day maps of the city’s 28 
wards that voters all over town may 
cnow who their respective Delegates 
re and whether their views on the 
ree bridge question are represented 
, misrepresented in the House. 


The Twenty-third Ward is represent- 
ed in the House of Delegates by Hubert 
J. Hoffner of 12 South Newstead av- 
enue, a Democrat. He has a coal and 
teaming company at 1236 South Vande- 
venter avenue. 

He has stood steadfast with 16 other 
Democrats and five Republicans in the 
House combine to delay action to com- 
plete the free bridge, by supporting the 
discredited $4,200,000 A. & M. real estate 
grab, and opposing the submission of a 
bond issue for $2,750,000 to build the Re- 
ber approach. 

Hoffner’s action is astonishing to his 
constituents, who on three occasions 
have given overwhelming majorities in 
favor of the Reber approach, twice vot- 
ing more than four to one for the Reber 
approach bonds, and the second time 
giving within a few. votes of a two- 
thirds majority for them. 

In 1911 the vote was 1339 for the bonds 
and only 329 against them. At the spe- 
clal election in August, 1912, the vote 
was 1829 for the bonds and only 454 
against them. In both these elections 
the vote was more than four to one for 
the bonds. In November, 1911, there 
were 2366 votes cast for the bonds and 
only 1237 against them, the majority 
lacking only a few votes of being two- 
thirds. 

Many Voters Business Men. 

The Twenty-third Ward includes some 
ofthe best residence sections of the city, 
and many of its voters are business 
men ‘whose business would be benefited 
by the completicn of the bridge. 

Robert G. Craig of 4132 Washington 
boulevard, secretary of the 8S. G. Adams 
Stamp and Seal Co., 412 North Sixth 
street, believes his ward is even stronger 
for the Reber approach now than ever 
before. 

“The people are more thoroughly in- 
formed about the relative merits of the 
different approaches than in the past,” 
he said. ““‘The Fost-Dispatch has given 
them a clear understanding, and the 
talk that I hear is practically unani- 
mous for the Reber approach. In fact, 
1 do not know of anybody supporting 
the A. & M. proposition except its pro- 
moters and the House of Delegates. 

‘‘Bonds for the Reber approach would 
earry, I am fully convinced, but it cer- 
tainly would be a waste of time to 
submit bonds for the A. & M. approach.” 

Charles P. Ladd of 434 McPherson av- 
enue, a director of the Hamilton-Brown 
Shoe Co., is another who cannot under- 
stand the opposition to the Reber ap- 
proach by the Delegate from the Twent- 
ty-third Ward. 

“The people fully understand the mer- 
its of the approaches,” he said, ‘‘and 
there can be no question that the senti- 
ment is overwhelming for the Reber ap- 
proach. The people would never vots 
bonds for any other approach, and I am 
satisfied thy would vote bonds for the 
lieber approach. 

“The uncompleted bridge is a disgrace 
to St. Louis, and it is a disgrace of 
which the people are becoming very 
tired. If given an opportunity to build 
the Reber approach, they will not let it 
remain uncompleted long.” 

“A. & M. Scheme of Delay.” 

Charles A. Cox of 462 Westminster 
place is president of the Cox & Gordon 
Packing Co., 1019 South Third street, in 
the shadow of the uncompleted free 
bridge. 

“It seems to me that the supporters of 
the A. & M. proposition are supporting 
it with a full knowledge that it would »e 
defeated at the polls. That would mein 
that there is no intention of submit- 
ting a plan which would be carried out, 
and that the A. & M. is put up solely as 
a means of delaying the completion of 
the bridge. 

‘*Who is interested in delaying its com- 
pletion? The same old Terminal Rail- 
road Association, which has had its grip 
on the business of St. Louis all these 
vears, and which does not intend to let 
go that grip until it has made every last 
fight it has in it, and we have learned 
that it can fight in all manner Of ways. 

“IT can see the disgracefully uncom- 
pleted bridge every time I look out of 
my office window. It has been an eye- 
sore so long that we are almost becom- 
ing used to it. The city ought to com- 
plete it, and the city ought to build the 
Reber approach. That is the approach 
the people want and the only one for 
which they will vote bon4ds.”’

Whether or not the bridge arbitrary is finally’ 
abolished or absorbed, one feature that has been 
made clear as a crystal by the decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States on the bridge 
arbitrary is this: That if there is to be an arbi- 
trary 6r special charge made on any traffic on 
account of crossing the Mississippi River to or 
from any one particular shipping point, a like 
charge will alsO have to be made in connection 
with all other shipping points where the Missis- 
sippi River crossing is involved. 

Fast St. Louls at present gets the same rates 
on shipments which cross the Mississippi River to 
the west as does St. Louis, and if the bridge arbi- 
trary shipments that St. Louls makes to or re- 
céives from the East is continued under legal 
sanction of the United States Government, then, 
of .courze, it follows accerding to even the poor- 
est logic, that the same arbitrary will also have 
ta°be levied on shipments that East St. Louis 
makés to.or receives from the West across the 
Mississipp! River. It is doubtful whether East 
St. Loulsans have taken this phase of the situa- 
tiém {nto account, but the railroeds are aware of 
it, and after the “shake down” if the arbitrary is 
not knocked out, it will legally devolve upon the 
raijroads to put the same arbitrary on East St. 
Louis shipments to the, west as will be on St. 
Louis shipments to the east. 

After all, while having an erbitrary for both 
Maat St. Louis and St. Louis will cost some of the 
shipping interests more, yet it will wipe out cer-

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THE SOUTHERN TRACTION LOOP. 

The Citizens’ Bridge Completion Committee 
may wisely consider supplementing the initia-| 
tive petition for the bond issue with a proposal 
to repeal or amend the Southern Traction loop 
franchise. 

The only apparent obstacle to the success of 
the bond election is the opposition to the South- 
ern Traction loop franchise. As the Post-Dis- 
patch has frequently pointed out, this should 
pot be an obstacle. The Southern Traction Co. 
Phas no franchise on the bridge. Its bridge fran- 
chise has been repealed. It can use the bridge 
only on equal terms with other lines. It has only 
2a loop franchise on St. Loufs streets. 

We have opposed the repeal of the loop fran- 
chise. We have favored amending it by reducing 
its life term from 50 to 25 years and retaining a 
purchase option after 10 years, or making it an 
indeterminate franchise with an option on the 
part of the city to purchase at any time. We 
believe that the city should keep faith with the 
company. 

There is, however, a widespread opposition to 
the franchise on account of the time and manner 
of the grant and because it originally included 
a franchise on the bridge. This opposition was a 
strong factor—probably the determining factor— 
in defeating the bridge bond issue. 

The completion of the bridge is the vital thing. 
This is paramount to every other consideration. 
Until an approach is built, neither the city or 
any railroad can enjoy the use of the bridge— 
the Southern Traction loop is an empty grant. 

If amending the franchise will assure the 
bridge bond issue, let it be amended, If repeal 
is necégsary to the voting of the bond issue, let 
it be repealed. If a popular vote on repeal or 
amendment will help the bond issue, submit one 
cr both proposals. 

Fair terms can be made for the entrance of 
the Southern Traction and other Mnes after the 
bond issue is submitted. Perhaps the new char- 
ter will be adopted by that time and the city 
will be free to act for the public interest. 

Above all, let us assure the completion of the 
bridge.

RIVER DEEPENING BY DAMS. 

The War Department engineers’ report against 
dams for deepening the Mississippi seems to be 
based solely on their cost. A dam at Jefferson 
Barracks and Commerce, Mo., would, they say, 
cost $428,000,000, or more than the Panama 
Canal. The works at Keokuk, including dam, 
powerhouse, ship canal, dry dock, elaborate 
machinery and the real estate for 65 miles of 
backwater cost but $25,000,000. 
The backwater rights would, of course, cost 
more at Jefferson Barracks, for whose power 
installation a total estimate of $191,000,000 is 
made. But why should works at Commerce cost 
so much more than $25,000,000 as the difference 
between $191,000,000 and $428,000,000? 
In view of the estimates made by other en- 
gineers, this statement of probable cost seems 
absurd. Lyman Cooley of Chicago, who has de- 
voted more study to the problem than any other 
engineer, places the total cost at a figure so 
much lower as to be easily paid for in a few 
years by the sale of power. 
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The reversal of Ray Pfanschmitt'’s conviction 
in Illinois is less an expression of confidence in 
his innocence than of distrust as to the value of 
bloodhounds in American jurisprudence.

DR. FLETCHER’S OVERSIGHT. 

Councilman Fletcher’s letter, written in re- 
sponse to our offer to print statements of sup- 
porters of the A. & M. project and published 
elsewhere in today’s Post-Dispatch, misses the 
main point.

SOAKING THE SUBMERGED. 

In an effort to prevent the cowardly and in- 
human practice of reaping big profit from men 
who are “down and out,” the State Legislature 
passed a stringent law for the regulation of pri- 
vate employment bureaus. : 

One of the provisions of this law (Sec. 7797 Re- 
vised Statutes) is that no employment bureau 
shall charge more than $1 for putting the name of 
an applicant for a job on its books. If, after 30 
days, the bureau has failed to obtain employment 
for the applicant, the $1 must be refunded to him. 

That the $1 was all the Legislature proposed 
the man out of work should be called upon to pay 
is evident from Sec. 7801 of the same article in 
the Statutes, which provides that any employment 
agency that shall agree to furnish employment or 
situations to any person or persons, and who 
“shall receive any money, personal property or 


such agreement, shall be guilty of a misdemean- 
or, and shall, on conviction, be punished by a fine 
of not exceeding $1000 nor less than $100, or con- 
fined in the county jail or workhouse no longer 
tban one year nor less than 60 days.”’ 

A correspondent charging that this provision 

is continually violated, the Post-Dispatch made 
inquiry of several employment agencies that are 
classified in the telephone directory as “high- 
grade.”’ All but one admitted that the applicant 
was charged extra for a job. 
Under the law permitting these employment 
agencies, the State Labor Commissioner has the 
power, and it is his duty, to revoke the license of 
any agency whenever, in his judgment, the li- 
censed party shall have violated any provision of 
the law. Why are not the licenses of agencies 
which use their powers to “soak the submerged”

THD SMALLER COLLEGES. 
From the Indianapolis Star. 

Speakers at the Founder’s day celebra- 
tion of Butler College emphasized what 
they believé to be some of the ques- 
tionable present tendencies of higher 
education, particularly in this country. 
“The greatest danger to American col- 
leges today is the inclination to build 
Sreat laboratories and buildings and buy 
large tracts of picturesque campus spaca 
while fhe scholarship standards are al- 
lowed to decline,”’ said Abram*B. Cory 
of Cincinnati, head of the “men and 
riillions’ movement in the Christian 
Church. Dean Percy H. Boynton of the 
University. of Chicago added his opinion 
that “the tradition of work has declined 
steadily in our colleges."” Dean Boynton 
spoke an encouraging word for the smal]! 
colleges, where, he said, men usually 
are more sincere in their efforts to suc- 
ceed, and become stronger than those 
tuat are graduated from the larger tn- 
stitutions. 

The power of the small colleges to 
biild sturdy, self-reliant manhood and 
womanhood may be attributed now, as 
in the days when there were no large 
oclleges to speak of In the United States, 
to the greater attention to the personal 
side of life that prevails there. Men 
attached to the faculties of the great 
universities have been led to question 
whether there ought not to be a Iimit 
on their number of students. And !f this 
dcubt exists, one of the causes for it 
may lie in the fact that In vast con- 
gregations of young people there ts 
bound to grow up the impersonal atmos. 
phere between teachers and dents, 
and among students themsel that ls 
destructive of a normal and vigorous 
unfolding of human character.

PATENT ROYALTY AND LICENSE. 


MAC.—A royalty under a patent is 
Otherwise named a license fee. It is 
a payment that is made for the priv- 
ilege of manufacturing, selling, or 
using a patented invention. This pay- 
ment is made to the owner of the 
patent, who may be either the in- 
ventor who applied for the patent or 
some assignee of that inventor. Li- 
censes are of’ different kinds. Some 
may be for only one year territori- 
ally made for the entire United 
States, while others may be of longer 
duration or for less territorial ex- 
tent. Furthermore, licenses may be 
exclusive during their term or they 
may not be exclusive. If an exclusive 
license to a certain Hcensee for the 
entire term of the patent and cover- 
ing the whole of the United States 
is granted, another license cannot be 
granted unless for breach of condi- 
tiong the first license has becom 
forfeited. lf a license is not expresse: 
to be exclusive, it is nonexclusive, 
and other licenses may be granted 
running concurrently. Again, if an 
exclusive license is granted only for 
the State of Michigan, another licensw 
may be granted for the State of Mis- 
sourl, and for each of the other 
states of the union, each of which 
may be either exclusive for the ter- 
ritory named or nonexclusive. If «a 
license is granted for a certain term 
and not renewed, it expires at the 
end of the period named in it. It is 
customary to grant licenses to manu - 
facture, use or sell patented inven- 
tions only by written contract, whicn 
contracts should prescribe the amount 
of royalty to be paid to the owner 
of the patent. by the licensee and 
contain provisions for the termine- 
tion or forfeiture of the license upon, 
er of the agreed Soyer es. 
Such contracts likewise usually pre- 
scribe that the licensee shall make 

uarterly reports under oath as te 
the number of devices or the Iike 
manufactured, used or sold during 
the preceding uarter and make pay - 
ment within 10 days after such re- 
ort, and a very important provision 
n such contracts is usually made that 
the owner of the patent, otherwise 
called the licensor, shall have the 
ha a to inspect the licensee's books 
when desired to determine the cor- 
rectness of the reports. Such license 
contracts usually contain other 
clauses for the protection of the lIf- 
censor too numerous and too compli- 
cated to mention in Answers column.
